tary power is concerned for at least two years. France is about 
out of man power. These are the cold facts in, the war situation 
as Men by military men who have been in touch with American 
obncrvera.

U. S. AND CANADA MUST RUN THE WAR

Washington, May 25—Russia is out of the war as far as mili- 


tary power is concerned for at least two years. France is about 
out of man power.
